All future 
trading on both these exchanges in 
so-called ‘basis’ contracts—that is, 
contracts which permit the delivery of 
a number of ‘grades’ of cotton on one 
contract. 

“A vitallv important characteristic of 
future contracts in cotton is that’ they 
are ‘basis’ contracts: that m,they do not 
“cal?l*for-the delivery of e specific grade 
of cotton. but allow the seller the op- 
tion of delivering any grade or a num- 
ber of grades within certain wide lim- 
lis The buyer has no option in this 
respect. Hie must receive any deliv- 
erable grade or gwrades tendered by the 
reller. ‘Middling’ cotton is always the 
basis grade and can be delivered on 
contract at exactly the contract price.

He rushed 
to the upper floors alarming the guests 
until the flames, which had spread with 
appalling rapidity, drove him back, His 
effort, however, saved many livea. The 
hotel was erected half a century ago, 
and the woodwork was dry a# tinder. 
It burned like matchwood, and within 
a few minutes from the time the fire 
was discovered the whole intertor of 
the hotel was a mass of flames that 
filled the corridors and rooms with suf- 
focating clouds of smoke and laid flery 
barriers across all means of escape, 
save by the windows. 

The fire department rescued many by 
means Of ladders, but some, frenzied by 
the onward rush of the flames, leaped 
from high windows to the paved street.

Trustees, Faculty and Students of Atlanta Theolog- 
ical Seminary Gather af Union Tabernacle 
Congregational Church. 


At the annual hour of morning wor- 
ship yesterday. in the Union Tabernac'e 
Congregational church, the trustees, 
faculty and students of the Atlanta 
Theological seminary gathered for the 
annual baccalaureate service. 

The pastor of the ehurch, Rev. O. A. 
Barbee, conducted the service, and with 
him in the pulpit were the entire facul- 
tv of the college in academie robes. The 
students of the seminary occupled re- 
served seats In front of the pulpit. 


Dr. Lyman Hood, the president, 
preached a helpful sermon on “Spiritu- 
al Gifts.’ from the text Romans {f, IT: 
“That TI may tmpart unto you some 
spiritual gift, ‘to the end ve may be 
established A brief portion of this 
address follows: 

The words of the text are taken from the 


letter of the Apostie Paul to the Romans, the 
longest and most important of all the epistles. 
It was probably written in the fourth year of 
the reign of the despotic Nero, in the vear of 
eur Lord, fiftv-eight. just before the evan- 
gelist left Corinth for Jerusalem. He was 
about sixty vears of age and had not. yet 
visited Rome, The entire verse, of which 
the text is a portion, ts characteristic of 
the author “TI long to see you,’ he writes. 
Longing is defined as an eager desire. a 
craving, an aspiration. In this outburst from 
the heart of the great evangelist we see one 
secret of his marvelous power and unparal- 
lelal success as a messenger of God. Paul 
loved the work which he was fully con- 
scious that he had heen divinely called. His 
whole soul was in it. But, he also lowed 
men: and he sought in every poesible way 
to win them.to Christ. This longing. there- 
fore. was natural; and ft was the best exz- 
pression of his- ardent nature.

Hence, preaching is practi- 
Cal rather than speculative; ethical rather 
than metaphystcal, Out of your hearts will 
proceed the issues Of your life and work. A 
false creed never produces an exalted char- 
acter; but right doctrine will result in cor- 
rect conduct How priceless, in this light, 
is the admonition of Paul to his beloved Tim- 
othy, ‘“Take heed unto thyself; and to the 
doctrine; continue in them; for in doing this 
thou shalt both save thyself and them that 
hear thee."’
